Homes built between 1983 and 1985 are 
‘miost likely to be at risk

WILMINGTON - The town's 
water is free of lead, but that 
doesn't necessarily mean that 
the water coming out of every 
homeowner's tap is completely 
free of lead. 

Ina recent round of regularly 
scheduled testing, the 
Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Department collected 30 sam- 
ples of tap water from homes 
considered most likely to be at 
risk for high levels of lead. The 
results identified four of those 
30 homes as containing levels of 
lead in excess of the threshold 
established by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). The EPA 
requires that in such tests, 90 
percent (or 9 out of 10) of the 
homes sampled must come in 
under the established Action 
Level of 15 parts per billion 
(ppb). Four homes out of the 
30 exceeding the Action Level 
translates into only 87 percent 
of the sampled homes meeting 
the EPA criteria. As a result, 
Wilmington does not currently 
meet the EPA's lead standards. 

This status has not resulted in 
an emergency situation. The 
Water & Sewer Department has 
been working closely with the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) to address the matter 
since it received the results in 
August. According to 
Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Superintendent Michael Woods, 
DEP was alerted immediately 
and the town was told to wait 
for a response from DEP in 
writing. Woods received DEP's 
response in November. 

“If this was an immediate 
health risk, residents would 
have been notified immediate- 
ly,” Woods said. “This is a 
unique circumstance in that the 
water system has no lead, but 
some homes do - and it would 
be my estimation that there are 
only a handful that do - but it is 
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up to the Water Department to 
help correct the problem.” 

The owners of each of the four 
homes that did test high were 
notified in writing immediately. 
The DEP will instruct the town 
to notify all residents of the sit- 
uation in January. 

Water leaving the town's 
treatment facilities is lead-free. 
Additionally, all of the pipes 
used to carry Wilmington's 
water supply throughout the 
town are made of iron, steel, 
plastic, or copper. However, 
homes built prior to 1986 may 
contain lead piping, brass fit- 
tings, and/or lead solder. 

Interestingly enough, the 
cider the pipes and solder are, 
the more likely it is that lead 
will not escape into the water, 
due to years of sediment build- 
up. Homes considered most at 
risk for elevated levels of lead 
are those homes built between 
1983. and 1985. According to 
Woods, approximately 120 
homes were built in Wilmington 
within that time period. In 
accordance with an EPA man- 
date, the town has been testing 
a sampling of those homes for 
lead since 1992

firm of Weston & Sampson, 
which specializes in environ- 
mental and infrastructure ser- 
vices for water and wastewater 
treatment systems, to conduct 
a corrosion control study. 

The town had previously hired 
Weston & Sampson in 1993 to 
address an occurrence of simi- 
larly elevated levels of lead. 
Weston & Sampson advised the 
town, at that time, to increase 
the lime dosage to adjust the 
water's pH and buffering 
capacity. The increased pH 
levels from 8.0 to 9.5 made the 
water less likely to leach lead 
from the pipes. The change 
resulted in the town's meeting 
the EPA's 90 percent criteria

WILMINGTON - Town Counsel was center 
stage, once again, during Monday's Board 
of Selectmen meeting. The subject of dis- 
cussion surrounded the Board's May 2006 
request that Town Counsel Paul DeRensis 
periodically provide the Board with a 
detailed breakdown of the time his firm 
spends on Wilmington's retainer services, 

DeRensis has refused to comply with the 
Board’s request. 

Wilmington's contract with Town Counsel 
includes a pre-determined monthly retain- 
er payment for the day-to-day town counsel 
services, and it also accommodates hourly 
billing for litigation and specialized ser- 
vices. The town was criticized during Town 
Counsel's most recent re-appointment 
process in May 2006 for abusing the retain- 
er portion of the contract through various 
inefficiencies. Those _ inefficiencies, 
according to DeRensis, resulted in a mone- 
tary loss to his firm in excess of $65,000. 


To substantiate the claims of inefficiencies, 
DeRensis provided a printout of the unbill- 
able hours his staff had spent on retainer 
issues. 

During the May 22, 2006 Board of 
Selectmen meeting, in an effort to monitor 
any potential ongoing inefficiencies, the 
Board requested that Town Counsel contin- 
ue to provide monthly statements detailing 
the time spent on retainer services. 

In an email to the Board, which was 
referred to during a recent meeting but has 
not been released to the media, DeRensis 
allegedly declined to provide such a print- 
out. During the November 13th selectmen 
meeting, Selectman Charles Fiore asked 
for an explanation. 

DeRensis stated, during his appearance 
this past Monday, that the town has suc- 
cessfully eliminated the inefficiencies that 
had plagued his firm previously. 

“At this point, we don't feel that there is a 
problem, so we appreciate what the town 


has done,” DeRensis said. 

DeRensis explained, however, that his 
decisién to release a breakdown of retainer 
services might not have been his best deci 
sion. Several of the line items appearing in 
the document were discussed during public 
contract negotiations. As a consequence, 
some undisclosed town officials have 
become reticent to share information with 
Derensis “on the record” for fear that they 
will be mentioned critically by name in 
public session or in the newspaper. 
DeRensis stated that his off-the-record 
conversations are not logged. 

“I can only be as effective as the quality 
of information that I get,” DeRensis said 
“If (the person I am speaking to) is aid 
of our conversation being discussed on TV, 
then I am not as efficient.” 

Fiore stated that the request for periodic 
breakdowns was nothing more than an 
attempt to keep inefficiencies to a mini

Look for safety labels. If you 
are purchasing a fabric prod- 
uct, look for a “flame retar- 
dant/flame resistant” label. If 
it is a stuffed toy or doll that 
you seek, look for a label that 
states it is made of “wash- 
able/hygienic materials.” 

For children under age three, 
avoid toys with small parts, 
which can cause choking. 

Toys with cords or strings 
may also be dangerous for 
infants and very young chil- 
dren, as they pose a strangling 
hazard. 

Rattles, squeeze toys and the 
like should be large enough so 
that they cannot be swallowed 
and become lodged in an 
infant's throat. 

For children under age eight, 
avoid toys with sharp edges and 
electric toys with parts that 
“heat up.”

14th the 
Tewksbury 
Public Schools 
will participate 
in an educa- 
tional audit. A 
team of six 
individuals 
from the Office 
of Educational 
Quality and Accountability will 
conduct this audit. 

The audit will review the 
progress of our school district 
across six areas. These areas 
include Leadership, Gover- 
nance and Communication, 
Curriculum and Instruction, 
Assessment and Program 
Evaluation, Human Resource 
Management and Professional 
Development, Access, 
Participation and Student 
Academic Support, and 
Financial and Asset 
Management. These six areas 
represent 57 separate perfor- 
mance standards. 

We formed a steering commit- 
tee to prepare for this audit. 
The committee has prepared an 
exhaustive list of materials pro- 
viding the evidence of our work 


across these standards and 
indicators. In addition we have 
supplied the audit team with 
supplemental materials includ- 
ing curriculum guides, student 
handbooks, district and school 
improvement plans, collective 
bargaining agreements and 
many other required materials. 

During their visit the audit 
team will interview the admin- 
istration, faculty, School 
Committee, the Town Manager, 
the leadership of the Teachers 
Association and parents and 
guardians who serve as school 
council members.

MEMA suggests 
holiday safety tips 


FRAMINGHAM - "As the 
Holiday Season approaches, it 
becomes necessary to remind 
everyone of the importance of 
taking simple safety precau- 
tions around the home and on 
the road," suggests 
Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Agency 
Director Cristine McCombs. 
"Every year, during what 
should be the most joyous of 
times, too many families 
experience preventable 
tragedies. Please take the 
time to ensure that this will 
not happen to you and yours." 

* Inspect Smoke and CO 
Detectors- Ensure all 
Smoke Detectors and Carbon 
Monoxide Detectors are in 
place, have fresh batteries, 
and are functioning. 

¢ Exercise Caution with 
Holiday Lighting - Take care 
when burning candles. Be 
sure they are kept away from 
decorations, window curtains 
or other combustible materi- 
als by utilizing a one-foot 
safety radius. Do not leave 
children unattended in a 
room with lit candles. Always 
keep candles, as well as 
matches and lighters, out of 
the reach of children. Never 
display lighted candles in 
windows or near exits. 

*. Test Tree Trimmings - 
When decorating with lights, 
be sure to purchase only 
those labeled by a testing lab- 
oratory. Never use candles to 
decorate Christmas trees. For 
outside decorations, use only 
those lights labeled for out- 
door use. Do not overload 
electrical outlets, and always 
unplug all lights before leav- 
ing home or going to bed. 
Never put electrical lights on 
a metal Christmas tree, 

* Planning Holiday Parties- 
Decorate only with flame- 
retardant or noncombustible 
materials. Avoid-.using can- 
dies during parties. If guests 
will be smoking, provide them 
with large, deep ashtrays and 
check them frequently. After 
the party, check inside and 
under upholstery and in 
trashcans for smoking mate- 
rials that may be smoldering. 

* Keep Christmas Trees 
Fresh Choose a fresh 
Christmas tree and secure it 
in a sturdy stand. Place the 
tree away from heat sources 


and exits, watering it daily. If 


you purchase an_ artificial 
tree, be sure it is labeled as 
fire-retardant If you plan to 
hang stockings on the mantel, 
do not use the fireplace for 
fires. 

¢ Inspect Fireplaces - Have 
your chimney inspected by a 
professional prior to the start 
of every heating season and 
cleaned if necessary. 
Creosote; a chemical sub- 
stance that forms when wood 
burns, builds up in chimneys 
and can cause a chimney fire 
if not properly cleaned. 
Always protect your family 
and home by using a ered 
screen when burning fires. 
Remember to burn only wood 

- never burn paper or pine 
boughs, which can float out 
the chimney and ignite a 
neighboring home. Never use 
flammable liquids in a fire- 
place. If you are purchasing a 
factory-built fireplace, select 
one listed by a testing labora- 
tory and have it installed 
according to local codes. 

+ Watch Your Wood Stoves - 
Be sure your wood or coal 
stove bears the label of a rec- 
ognized testing laboratory 
and meets local fire codes. 
Follow manufacture's recom- 
mendations for proper use 
and. maintenance. Chi 
connections and chimney 
flues should be inspected at 
the beginning of each heating 
season and cleaned if neces- 
sary. Follow the same safety 
Tules for wood stoves as you 
would for spave heaters. Burn 
only wood and be sure the 
wood stove is placed on an 
approved stove board to pro- 
tect the floor from heat and 
hot coals. Be sure to check 
with your local fire depart- 
ment and check local codes 
before having your wood stove 
installed. 


* Be Cautious With 
Portable and Space Heaters - 
Place space heaters at least 
three feet away from any- 


* Cook with Care - When 
cooking, do not wear loose fit- 
ting clothing. Open flames or 
hot burners can ignite it. 
Always turn pot handles in. 
Do not store items on the 
stovetop;: they could catch 
fire. Keep kitchen appliances 
clean and in good condition, 
and turn them off after use, 
Do not overload electrical 
outlets, and do not use appli- 
ances with frayed or cracked 
wires. 

¢ Designate a Driver - 
When attending a party, 
always designate a non-drink- 
ing driver. If you are the host 
of a holiday gathering, be 
sure there are non-alcoholic 
beverages available for guests 

* Buckle Up - During the 
holiday months, people travel 
more than ever. Wearing a 
seat belt is the easiest and 
best way to prevent injury in 
a motor vehicle collision. 
Ensure that all passengers 
are also wearing safety belts. 
Also be sure that you have an 
automobile safety kit in ease 
your car breaks down and you 
are temporarily stranded. 

* Purchase a Weather 
Radio/Monitor Local 
Weather Reports - Stay 
informed about possible 
storm warnings by purchas- 
ing and listing to a NOAA 
Weather Radio. Remember 
that New England weather 
can be very unpredictable.

Tewksbury police take down drug dealer 


Wilmington police detective instrumental in bust

TEWKSBURY - More than 100 
grams of cocaine, and an 
alleged drug dealer, are off the 
street thanks to the hard work 
of Tewksbury Police detectives, 
A months long undercover 
investigation culminated in the 
arrest of Marvin Perez, 29, of 
192 Park Street in Lawrence, on 
Thursday. 

In a controlled situation, 
undercover officers purchased 
six bags of cocaine from Perez. 
Following the purchase, Perez 
was placed under arrest. 

Following procedure, 
Tewksbury Police transported 
Perez's vehicle back to the sta- 
tion where it was searched and 
its contents inventoried. Ali, 
‘Tewksbury's K-9, “hit” upon an 
area on the passenger side of 
the vehicle almost immediately. 
Tewksbury Police Sgt. Thomas 
Casey successfully uncovered 
the well-hidden stash, resulting 
in a find of 28 bags, containing 
a total of 101 grams of cocaine. 

Perez has been charged with 
trafficking a Class B substance. 


Starting with a possession of 
14 grams, a suspect can face 
charges of trafficking. Being in 
possession of larger amounts 
increases the minimum sen- 
tencing for a guilty verdict. 
According to Tewksbury Police 
Lt. John Voto, Perez will face a 
10 year minimum sentence if 
found guilty. 

Voto commended Tewksbury 
detectives on their work. Out 
of concern for their safety, as 
well as the safety of their fami- 
lies, Voto declined to name the 
undercover detectives involved. 

“There were two detectives 
that really did all the work,” 
Voto said. “I would love to give 
them as much credit as possi- 
ble.” 

Voto also credited detectives 
from the Wilmington Police 
Department with contributing 
to the success of the investiga- 
tion. 

“Wilmington was instrumen- 
tal in this bust,” Voto said. 

Tewksbury, like every other 
community in the Merrimack 
Valley, continues to face 


marked increases in drug deal- 
ing, Federal Drug Enforcement 
Agencies have concentrated 
their efforts on Lawrence and 
Lowell, which are considered to 
be major distribution centers 
due to their close proximity to 
New York. New York is consid- 
ered to be the primary source- 
city of heroin for the entire 
northeast. 

Communities like Tewksbury 
with direct access to Interstate 
93 and Route 495 are especially 
vulnerable. The quick in-and- 
out provided by the highway, 
coupled with the quiet small- 
town feel of the town, makes 
Tewksbury an attractive loca- 
tion to do business. 

Typically, following a phone 
call, the dealer and buyer will 
meet in a public location adja- 
cent to the highway. The deal- 
er will then lead the buyer 
down a series of quiet neigh- 
borhood side streets. Once he is 
convinced that they are not 
being followed, the transaction 
takes place. 

Lt. Voto urges neighborhood 


vigilance and encourages resi- 
dents to report any suspicious 
activity and may utilize 
Tewksbury's Drug Tip Hotline 
at 978-851-0715. Residents 
should particularly note seem- 
ingly spontaneous meetings 
that involve more than one 
vehicle unknown to the area. 
On a separate note relating to 
a recent rash of car breaks, Lt. 
Voto advises residents to lock 
their vehicles at night and not 
to leave valuables in plain 
sight. Such burglaries are, 
more often than not, a crime of 
opportunity. If the would-be 
thief comes across a locked car 
door, he simply moves on to an 
easier target. That theory 
holds only so long as the thief 
does not spy an object of value 
that might warrant a more 
aggressive approach. A num- 
ber of Portable GPS systems 
and satellite radios, for 
instance, have recently been 
stolen from vehicles parked in 
driveways of residential areas.

mum. 

“I don't want you coming back 
during the next negotiations 
and saying that the town was 
inefficient,” Fiore said. 

Selectman Michael Newhouse 
echoed Fiore’s sentiment. 
Newhouse clarified, however, 
that off-the-record differs from 
confidentiality, and though the 
substance of conversations may 
be deemed confidential, the 
time spent should be accounted 
for, 

“We need to understand the 
time that is allocated for this,” 
Newhouse said. 

DéRensis pointed out that the 
town had never had access to 
that information in the past. To 
release it publicly, DeRensis 
elaborated, could unnecessarily 
reveal some of the town's legal 
strategies. 

“Do you think that the 
Patriots' game plan should be 
discussed publicly, so that the 
Miami Dolphins can hear it?” 
DeRensis asked. 

“No, you don't have to dis- 
close the substance of the game 
plan, but it should be readily 
available for all of Belichek's 
coaches to review,” Newhouse 


sald. 
Selectman Suzanne Sullivan 
suggested that Newhouse's 


insistence on receiving a break- 
down was based solely in poli- 
tics. 

“If Town Counsel gives me the 
numbers and says it's good for 
him, that works for me,” 
Sullivan said. “I don't need to 
see every little detail.” 

Newhouse motioned that 
‘Town Counsel provide periodic 
breakdowns of retainer ser- 
vices, which prompted Sullivan 
to ask whether generating such 
a report on a regular basis was 
truly an efficient use of Town 
Counsel's time. 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
was displeased with what he 
perceived to be the general 
tenor of the motion. 

“It sounds like if you don't 
vote for this, you've got some- 
thing to hide,” McCoy said. 
“I'm going to vote against this 
and I've got nothing to hide. I

always want options available 
to me. I've been involved in 
some of the dirtiest elections 
because of B.S. I'm not hiding 
anything, but down the road I 
want all my options open. If 
people out there don't like the 
way I've done the job, vote me 
out.” 

Sullivan agreed, and stated 
that, to her, the entire effort 
smacked of an attempt to 
dredge up something on a 
member of the Board. 

Newhouse stated that his 
intent was simply to track an 
issue that had substantial bear- 
ing on last year's contract 
negations with Town Counsel. 

“I'm not trying to imply that 
any member of the Board has 
anything to hide,” Newhouse 
said. “I agreed in May when we 
all decided (to request this 
information), I agreed when 
the Town Manager sent a memo 
to Town counsel saying we 
expect to receive this informa- 
tion, and I agree today. We can 
draw conclusions that ineffi- 
ciencies have been resolved, 
but we ought to see the facts.” 

DeRensis advised the Board 
against passing the motion on 
the table. He stated that if the 
motion were to fail, he would 
provide the number of hours 
spent by his firm on retainer 
services. 

The motion failed by a 3 to 2 
vote, with Newhouse and Fiore 
in the minority. 

A second vote, to accept 
DeRensis' alternative likewise 
failed by a 3 to 2 vote, with 
Sullivan and board of 
Selectman Raymond Lepore in 
the minority vote. 

McCoy voted against both 
measures. 

“Well, then I guess you'll do 
nothing then,” Lepore told 
DeRensis. “Thank you for an 
hour and a half of your time.” 

“You've asked me to report 
inefficiencies,” DeRensis said 
with a smile, “I think this was 
one.” 

Newhouse stated after the 
meeting, that it was DeRensis 
who suggested his own appear- 
ance before the Board to dis- 
cuss the matter. 

Later in the meeting, during 


public comments, McCoy was 
called to task for suggesting 
that former selectman Frank 
West might have been a prima- 
ry cause of the town's previous 
overuse of town counsel retain- 
er services. McCoy stated dur- 
ing the Board's November 13th 
meeting that West had been 
“constantly calling Town 
Counsel” in regard to the nego- 
tiations for the town manager 
contract. McCoy and West had 
worked together on those nego- 
tiations. 

“I believe that Selectman 
McCoy knowingly misled both 
this Board and the public in 
November,” West said. “I con- 
tacted Chairman Lepore and 
asked if I could contact Town 
Counsel, which I did.” 

According to West, he had no 
more than two conversations 
with DeRensis and two conver- 
sations with another attorney 
in DeRensis' firm regarding the 
matter. 

“So, Mr. McCoy, I would like to 
say specifically, I think you pur- 
posely, tried to deceive both the 
Board and this public, the pub- 
lic that you said about an hour 
ago is the most important part 
of this government. I think you 
are wrong and I think I deserve 
an apology.” 

No such apology was forth- 
coming from McCoy. 

“Everything I said was 100 
percent accurate,” McCoy said 
“During those negotiations, not 
once did you ever contact me 
and tell me that you'd talked to 
Town Counsel - it's supposed to 
be a two-way street, it's sup- 
posed to be a partnership.” 

McCoy commended the cur- 
rent board members for con- 
ducting the evening's Town 
Counsel discussion with deco- 
rum, 

“We might have had a little bit 
of debate tonight, but every- 
body moved forward,” McCoy 
said. “But not you, Mr. West. 
And I'll tell you something, 
that's why you are’ sitting on 
that side and not up here. You 
are your own worst enemy. You 
are not even worthy of a 
response anymore. You're 
probably the most immature 
selectman I've ever dealt with 
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Ask me how! 
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up here. Mr. West, if you go 
back to the minutes, you were 
the very reason why we were 
here one or two extra hours at 
the selectmen meetings. I'll let 
you have the last word, knock 
yourself out.”

However, the increase in lime 
also resulted in clogging of res- 
idential water heaters and 
water meters. Working with 
the DEP, the town refined the 
lime dosage to an ideal level of 
8.5, and the Water Department 
has used that level since. 

“For 10-plus years we've been 
fine at this level, and with no 
changes we've experienced this 
exceedance,” Woods explained 

While the use of lead piping 
and solder has been outlawed 
Since 1986, many faucets and 
plumbing fixtures, still on the 
market today contain lead. 

The Water Department will 
next test a sampling of 60 
homes built between 1983 and 
1985, and will continue to test 
those homes every 6 months 
until meeting the EPA's 90 per- 
cent criteria. The tests will 
then be conducted annually for 
3 years. Assuming that the 
EPA's 90 percent criterion is 
met in each round of testing, 
the testing frequency will then 
be reduced to once every 3 
years.

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Coach of the Year: Jay Keane

When Jay Keane was brought 
in as the new Wilmington High 
girls basketball coach in the 
summer of 2005, one of the 
things he said he wanted to 
bring to the table was “stabili- 
ty”. He added that “I think it’s 
tough for girls to go through 
different coaches and different 
systems. I plan on being (at 
Wilmington) for a long time.” 

He may only have one year 
under his belt as a head coach, 
but he’s brought much more 
than just stability to this pro- 
gram in a short matter of time. 

Some may say that Keane 
took over a team that was 
handed to him, talent wise. But 
that’s when you have to take a 
look at the numbers and 
accomplishments he endured 
from late November of 2005 to 
March of 2006 and realize that 
it’s terrific coaching — giving 
the kids the proper guidance, 
confidence and tutelage — that 
made the ultimate difference. 

It’s being able to relate to the 
kids that made Keane succeed. 

Before Keane was appointed 
by Ed Harrison as the sixth 
coach since 1992, the program 
had won 35 combined games in 
the previous five years, while, 
not having a winning season 
since 1998-’99 season, and not 
having a post season victory in 
the previous dozen years. 

The 2004’-05 team finished 
with a 9-11 record, which came 
after the program had won 
three, four, nine, ten and nine 
games, respectively. The 9-11 
record was also good for last 
place in the Cape Ann League 
Large School Division. 

In his first season guiding the 
Lady Wildcats, Keane posted a 
16-4 regular season record, and 
then went-11 ini the post sea- 
son, as Wilmington defeated 
Stoneham in the first round of 
the Division 3 North sectional 
tournament, before losing to 
Cape Ann League rival Ipswich 
in the quarterfinals. 

In one season alone, Keane 
won half the games that were 
won in the previous five sea- 
sons by two different coaches. 
That’s incredible. The team 
also leaped over two teams and 
finished second in the large 
school standings just four 
games behind a tremendously 
talented Masconomet team. 

And the 16 wins certainly 
weren't handed over on a din- 
ner plate. Counting Wilming- 
ton, seven teams in the Cape 
Ann League won at least 11 
games, while the league had 
several tremendous ballplayers 
including: Shae Fitzpatrick, of 
Lynnfield, who is now playing 
at Brown University; Meghan 
Berry of Ipswich, who is now 
playing at UMass Lowell; 
Hailee Lowe of Hamilton- 
Wenham; as well as facing a 
Masconomet team that went 22- 
0 before losing in the Division 2 
North sectional final. 

Keane comes across pretty 
simple in his philosophies. He 
says work hard and good things 
will come. His strategy is to run 
the floor, run the floor even 
more and get many baskets off 
transition and playing good 
defense. He likes to spread the 
ball around, get everyone 
involved, and most importantly 
be the ultimate team, the good 
teammate, who is respectful on 
and off the court. 

He’s not a yeller or a scream- 
er. He’s very patient and he 
doesn’t yank a kid out after 
making a turnover which is so 
common with high school bas- 
ketball coaches. He gives the 
kids confidence, lets them have 
a lot of freedom, but then will 
put down the stop sign when 
needed. 

Those simple but very strong 
steps, is what helped this team 
not only post the 16 regular sea- 
son wins, but win the 
Watertown Christmas Tourna- 
ment, win seven games in a 
row, and knock off Stoneham in 
the tournament, while giving 
Ipswich a run for its money in 
the next round. 


“The only thing I asked of the 
girls when I came in was to 
work hard every single day,” 
said Keane. “If they did that, 
good things will come. I said 
that to them all season long 
and it ended up being true. 

“I had four good seniors, two 
good captains with Alyssa 
Bibeau and Courtney Browne, 
and the two of them with Alicia 
Murray and Ashley Poirier 
really made sure no one went 
beyond what I asked of them. 
The four of them came to prac- 
tice each and everyday, worked 
extremely hard and were great 
role models. 

“All I tried to do was to get 
them to work hard, and I put in 
some things that I thought 
could work. They are all good 
athletes so I let them run. And 
got the best with what we tried 
to give them.” 


Starting in a new place 

For the previous 17 years, 
Keane has worked on the 
Somerville Fire Department 
serving now as a captain. He 
grew up in Somerville, attend- 
ing St. Mary’s High and was a 
captain on its boys basketball 
team which reached the 
Division 3 North sectional final 
during his senior season of 
1980. 

He then went on to 
Framingham State for a year 
before becoming a firefighter. 

Right about that time, he got 
into coaching serving as cur- 
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because we had a couple of 
scrimmages and the girls real- 
ly played well. It was just a 
matter of putting in some basic 
nee and having them exe- 


the first year you try not to 
overwhelm them. I put some 
things in that I knew well and 
let them go right into it. We 
really didn’t change much from 
the first game to the last, I 
think we just got a lot better.”

He noticed that he had an all- 
league center returning in 
junior Ashley Vitale, who was 
coming off a monster season.

“I wasn’t sure what to expect 
looking at the schedule, but I 
knew that if we played well and 
stayed together as a team that 
we would make the tourna- 
ment,” said Keane. “That was- 
n’t a question. But then we won 
the Watertown tournament, 
coming from behind in one 
game, and went on (to win 
seven games in a row). 

“But we did that because we 
played together and stayed 
together as a team.”

row to two teams that had a 
combined record of 30-14, with 
Ipswich first and then Triton. 
That put the team’s record at 8-

But suddenly the team refo- 
cused and went on another 
streak finishing the regular 
season out winning eight of its 
last nine games, including 
knocking off state tournament 
teams North Andover, New- 
buryport, Amesbury, Tewks- 
bury (twice) and having just 
one loss, a second one to 
Masconomet. 

“If you think about our losses, 
two of them were to 
Masconomet, who went to the 
Tsongas Arena (to play in the 
Division 2 North final), two 
more were to Ipswich, who 
went to the (semifinals of the 
Division 3 North tournament) 
and then the other one came 
against Triton which came the 
game after we lost to Ipswich 
the first time,” said Keane.

Among the victories on the 
season, Wilmington pulled out 
eight of them by ten or less 
points, including three in a row 
against Hamilton-Wenham, 
Amesbury and North Andover 
by a combined ten points. 

“The one thing the girls said 
to me before the season was 
they felt like they allowed 
teams to hang around and they 
could never put them away,” 
said Keane.

rent WHS boys basketball head 
coach Jim McCune’s assistant 
at St. Clement’s in Somerville. 
McCune then came to 
Wilmington and so did Keane 
serving as the freshmen coach 
from 1994 to 1997 and then from 
2003 to 2005 combining for a 69- 
17 record. 

After officially being appoint- 
ed the new girls basketball 
coach in July, Keane had to 
wait several months before 
actually getting involved with a 
clipboard, a whistle and a voice 
to help try to steer the program 
that seemed to be on its last leg 
in the right direction.

When the Wilmington Hi 
boys basketball team hit <= 
floor for the first time this past 
Tuesday night (results not 
known as of press time), there 
will be no more veteran guys like 
Herra, Murphy and Caira, who 
helped as a part of an amazing 
run of five straight Cape Ann 
League titles, and many post 
season contests. 

Although veteran head coach 
Jim McCune can't really say 
how strong his team could be 
this season, he has stamped one 
guarantee on the Wildcats enve- 
lope. 

“I don’t know how we're going 
to do,” said McCune. “But the 
one thing I feel good about is 
knowing that these kids will go 
out there every single day and 
play basketball like Wilmington 
basketball teams play. We're 
going to go out there and play 
with some passion. and emotion, 
and whatever happens, happens. 
I'm not one to talk about rebuild- 
ing because to me that’s just an 
excuse for losing. 

“I feel good that we'll be able to 
challenge for the league title. 
Obviously it’s going to be 
tougher than it has been in the 
past, but I wouldn’t sell these 
kids short. They are all winners, 
They have won on every level 
they have played on. But I think 
the deciding difference will be 


how well we play together.” 

After finishing 18-4 last season, 
which included the fifth straight 
league title and a win over 
Saugus in the first round of the 
Division 3 North sectional tour- 
nament, the Wildcats return two 
players who have logged serious 
varsity minutes, and then have 
handfuls of reserves and new- 
comers who'll be asked to fill 
much larger roles this season. 

“We're very small, we don't 
have a lot of experience as we 
lost four of the five starters from 
last year,” said McCune. “But I 
like this group a lot. There's a lot 
of good kids in here who are 
working hard, but the big ques- 
tion will be whether or not we 
can get all of them to work 
together. We have a lot of offen- 
sive minded players on this team 
and my job is to get them to pass 
the ball a little bit. I’m not say- 
ing that in a negative way, but 
between our perimeter guys, 
which is Zack (Fahey), John 
(Olivere) and Craig (Melillo), 
they’ve always been in a scorer’s 
role mold. Now you put three 
scorers on the floor and the pro- 
ject for me is get them to work 
together, stay together, play 
together and trust each other. 

“There's expectations every 
year. But I really don’t know how 
this is going to turn out. We have 
a lot of inexperience. We have 
one returning starter, well two 
actually because John Olivere 


was our sixth guy and he sacri- 
ficed for everybody for the good 
of the team. Outside of (Stewart 
and Olivere) there’s a lot of 
unproven people.” 

Stewart and Olivere are the 
team’s co-captains and return- 
ing starters. Stewart stands in at 
5-foot-11 and will play the power 
forward position. 

“He just brings that mentality 
to the team that I love,” said 
McCune. “He’s just a digger, a 
hustler and a scrapper. He’s only 
5-foot-11 but he plays like he’s 6- 
foot-4. He takes on all comers 
and that’s probably the one 
thing I really like about him. 
He's playing the four spot which 
is not a glorious position, but 
he’s going to have the scraps 
that are left over and get the 
hustle points and the rebound 
points.” 

Olivere comes in at 6-foot-0, 
and will be playing the small for- 
ward position. Known for his 
outside shooting _ abilities, 
Olivere’s role will change a little 
bit this season. 

“John’s been outstanding in the 
first week and a half during the 
scrimmages,” said McCune. 
“He’s been our glue that has held 
us together through the scrim- 
mages and he’s brought a set- 
tling presence to the floor.” 

Three other players return who 
all had solid minutes a season 
ago. Junior Zack Fahey came up 
late in the season from JV but 


played a lot and he'll be the 
shooting guard, Six-foot-4 Matt 
Bibeau will be the team's center, 
while, 6-foot-1 senior Danny 
Patterson will be the team’s 
sixth man off the bench, filling 
in many capacities. 

“Zack Fahey can be something 
special,” said McCune. “He’s got 
to learn the game a little bit and 
understand it, but he has all of 
the physical capabilities and he’s 
just an amazing athlete. He’s 
quick, he can jump, he can shoot 
and what we're trying to work 
with him on is getting other 
players on the floor better oppor- 
tunities. 

“We have to get something out 
of Matt Bibeau, He’s another 
guy who has a lot of ability but 
he needs to overcome his nerves.

The more veteran coaches 
and the more successful 
coaches never use the word 
“tebuilding”. They all say it’s 
“just an excuse for losing”, 
which couldn’t be more true. 

But when it comes to 
wrestling, experience is such 
a huge factor because there’s 
sO many moves you get into 
on purpose or by accident, or 
so many scenarios that expe- 
rience or inexperience 
decides your fate most of the 
time. 

There is a small case for 
teams to rebuild when it 
comes to the sport because of 
inexperience.

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Here in the midst of the midst of the festive holiday season, thoughts sometimes turn to tragedies 
that have marred the same seasons in past years. On the top of the list is the infamous Cocoanut 
Grove Fire of November 28, 1942, which still holds the record as the deadliest nightclub fire in the 


United States. 

It was the Saturday night 
after Thanksgiving, some 64 
years ago. Boston College had 
lost to Notre Dame, which may 
have saved the lives of many 
young people as a planned cel- 
ebratory party by the BC team 
was canceled 

However, it was the start of 
the war years and many young 
men were home on leave and 
looking for a good time. Some 
of those people came from this 
area and when all was said and 
done at least six people from 
the Middlesex East area were 
dead and one was injured. 
Among the dead were four of 
the Fitzgerald brothers from 
Wilmington and * two 
Winchester women; 492 total 
people were killed in the blaze. 

A Lowell woman, who taught 
in the Wilmington school sys- 
tem, was also among the dead. 
In his historical account on the 
60th anniversary of the fire, 
Wilmington Town Crier colum- 
nist Larz Neilson identified the 
woman: as Mildred Rogers, a 
teacher and the principal at the 
then Silver Lake School, where 
her date, James Fitzgerald, 
was the caretaker. 

In his account-Neilson wrote 
that ‘Henry Fitzgerald, a pri- 
vate first class in the U.S. 
Army Air Corps was home on 
leave from Hendricks Field in 
Florida. James and Henry, 
along with two of their three 
other brothers, John and 
Wilfred, had been celebrating 
by taking in the Boston College- 
Holy Cross game and continued 
their partying by going to the 
Cocoanut Grove with a party of 
13 people, including an Army 
friend of Henry's, Private 
Robert Horrigan of Turner's 
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Chaos reigns, above, from the infamous Cocoanut Grove Fire of November 28, 1942, which still holds 
the record as the deadliest nightclub fire in the United States. Because the building had been used as 


a “speakeasy” during the Prohibition Era, many of the exits had been bricked in and egress was lim- 
ited. When all was said and done at least six people from the Middlesex East area were dead and one 


was injured.

Falls.. The friend was the only 
one to survive. 

According to accounts in the 
Lowell Sun, James Goodwin, a 
member of the United States 
Coast Guard, from North 
Wilmington was injured. He 
was part of the massive search 
and rescue efforts in the after- 
math of the conflagration and 
was himself taken to a hospital 
as a result of his injury during 
the rescue effort.

' GRADE: *** 

' ‘Apocalypto’ was supposed 
to be a joke, a chance to poke 
‘fun at director Mel Gibson 
when he’s down, an artsy 
vanity project from a contro- 
versial filmmaker and actor 
who made a very big mistake 
when he was pulled over by 
police last summer. It was 
shot entirely in an ancient 
danguage, and featured char- 
acters in loincloths with 
bones through their noses 
and hair. 

Ripe for the pickings, 

viht? Wrong. 
Mel Gibson's epic tale of a 
600-year-old Mayan civiliza- 
tion on the brink of utter 
destruction is, quite simply, 
awesome. 

The story hits the ground 
running, and rarely pauses 
for breath. (While well over 
two hours long, Apocalypto 
shoots by in a heartbeat.) 
Hunters in a forest trap and 
viciously kill a tapir, then 
dissemble it for eating. They 
return to their village, their 
families and friends. 

, Mothers-in-law nag. 
Husbands look lovingly at 
wives. Children frolic. 

And then ... all is lost. An 
invading force seizes the vil- 
dage, savagely killing, tortur- 
‘ing and/or raping its inhabi- 
ants. Some are shackled and 
“forced off to parts unknown. 
One woman, named Seven 
(Dalia Hernandez), is left 
behind, hiding, with a young 
son and a belly swollen with 
another on the way — soon. 

And so, a hero emerges in 
the form of Jaguar Paw 
(Rudy Youngblood), the 
fiercely protective and inge- 
nious husband of Seven.

, “APOCALYPTO” AWESOME . 


One of the best and bloodj- 
est action films ever made, 
Apocalypto is also a 
quandary for anyone 
appalled by Gibson's evident 
anti-Semitism. But if you can 
separate Gibson as a person 
from Gibson as a filmmaker, 
there is a tremendous 
amount of pleasure to be 
found here. (That is, if you 
can really use a word like 
"pleasure" when discussing a 
movie that prominently fea- 
tures a scene in which a 
sleek black jaguar rips a 
man's face off.) 


“DEJA VU" 
GRADE: *** 

Denzel Washington tries to 
save lives in the complicated 
and not-always-credible plot 
in Deja Vu, the latest thriller 
from director Tony Scott. 

Washington keeps Deja Vu 
from flying off the screen, no 
small feat because the movie 
contains too many ingredi- 
ents: domestic terrorism, 
time travel, post-Katrina 
wreckage, romance and the 
occasional conversation 
about advanced physics. 

Anyone familiar with 
Scott's work (Top Gun, Days 
of Thunder, Man on Fire) 
knows he's a master of visu- 
al flash. Scott excels at big- 
screen pyrotechnics, but this 
time he links the expected 
car chases, explosions and 
high-tech hysteria to a plot 
that's meant to deliver a 
mind-bending blow. 

Deja Vu opens with a hor- 
rifying bang. Celebrating 
Navy enlisted men and their 
families are blown up on a 
New Orleans ferry. As a 
crack Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms investigator, Doug 
Carlin (Washington) inspects 
the crime scene with preci- 
sion and fervor. 

Among other things, 
Carlin learns that a beautiful 
young woman (Paula Patton) 
whose body washed ashore 


probably was killed before 
the blast, and her corpse 
may hold clues to who com- 
mitted the crime. Carlin 
comes to believe that the 


woman's killer and the 
bomber are one and the 
same. 


The movie's twist arrives 
when Carlin is told that the 
government operates a 
supersophisticated satellite- 
based surveillance system. 
It's always four days behind 
the present, which means 
that the FBI (represented by 
Val Kilmer) might be able to 
scan the docks and identify 
the fiend who blew up the 
ferry. 

As Carlin immerses him- 
self in the case, he becomes 
increasingly interested in the 
woman at the center of his 
investigation. Using the sur- 
veillance equipment, he 
observes her in the days 
before her death 

It doesn't take long before 
we discover that the surveil- 
lance equipment might allow 
someone to travel back in 
time. Could such a time-trav- 
eler alter events to prevent 
the future in which the ferry 
blew up? 

In the end, Washington 
has more credibility than the 
plot, which includes an end- 
ing that may leave you 
scratching your head

GRADE: ** 

In trying to tell the story 
of the life and death of

been in the Ambassador 
Hotel on June 4, 1968, and 
has their stories connect in 
the ballroom, just as.

It's a unique approach, 
and Estevez deserves credit 
for taking this on. In tackling

Throw in 
footage of Kennedy making 
speeches and meeting voters 
and its easy to lose your 
place when following the 
story. 

So many people come and 
so many people go, and the 
movie bounces between them 
all so quickly, it's impossible 
to get to know or sympathize 
with any of them. And when 
the bullets start flying wildly 
in the hotel kitchen, it's hard 
to care whether any of them 
make it out alive. 

Estevez probably could 
have cut the cast in half and 
been much better off. Did we 
really need all this: Lindsay 
Lohan is a young woman 
marrying a high school 
classmate (Elijah Wood) to

According top published 
reports, a 19 year-old busboy 
was ordered to replace the bulb 
but had trouble finding the 
socket and lit a match. When 
the match was improperly dis- 
carded, the fake decorations 
caught on fire and the blaze 
quickly became a conflagra- 
tion 

Because the building had 
been used as a “speakeasy” 
during the Prohibition Era, 
many of the exits had been 
bricked in and egress was lim- 
ited. Another factor leading to 
the deaths was the use of 
revolving doors at the main 
entrance. 

According to the accounts, 
the bodies quickly piled up as 
the doors jammed and patrons 
trapped downstairs could not 
reach alternative exits. Some 


accounts noted that a male 
dancer in the chorus was able 
to lead many people to safety 
through a rear door that he 


was familiar with. 

The fire was first reported 
shortly after 10 p.m. According 
to an account on www.cele- 
brateboston.com; “Within 5 
minutes the basement was 
totally engulfed and many peo- 
ple died stacked up at the one 
stairwell. The exit door at the 
top of the stairs was bolted 
shut. The fire spread to the 
ceiling on the first floor, and 
totally engulfed it within anoth- 
er 5 minutes. Many people 
died trying to exit through the 
revolving door-pushing from 
both sides and preventing 
escape. Some diners in the 
restaurant never even had a 
chance to leave their seats, 
having been asphyxiated by 
smoke and toxic gases.” 

In the days following the fire 
it was believed that noxious 
fumes from the decorations led 
to the deaths of many people. 
Evidence of this was due in 
part to the fact that many of 
the injured in area hospitals 
were being treated for respira- 
tory disorders.
